I  present  herev/ith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
the  31st.  Decemher,  1955. 


The  Death  rate  is  once  again  very  much  helov;  the  National 
level  after  applying  the  Registrar  General's  factor  for 
correction,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  many  more  older 
people  in  this  District  than  are  to  he  found  in  the  more  pop¬ 
ulous  parts  of  the  Country, 

The  ttomparison  of  the  Death  rates  of  the  District  and  of 
the  Country  as  a  v;hole  for  the  past  five  years  are  of  interest: -

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  cases  of  Measles  were  notified 
during  1955,  s-s  opposed  to  the  solitary  case  reported  in  1954* 
Measles  normally  occur  in  epidemic  form  once  every  two  years 
and  it  is  of  interest  that  the  figure  for  1955  is  considerably 
less  than  that  for  1953  v/hen  two  hundred  and  forty-six  cases 
were  reported. 

Sixty-six  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  this  Urban 
District  during  1955. 


The  problem  associated  with  the  aged  population  in' 
Teignmouth  becomes  progressively  more  acute  as  each  year  passes. 
More  beds  are  slov/ly  being  provided  by  the  County  Council  and 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  the  elderly  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention,  but  the  rate  at  which  this  additional 
accommodation  is  provided  does  not  keep  pace  with  the  rapidly 
increasing  demand,  and,  in  conseq,uence,  the  difficulty  of  finding 
beds  for  even  the  most  urgent  cases  is  becoming  more  acute 
each  year. 

Emergency  action  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year  to  remove 
three  persons,  two  to  Welfare  accommodation  and  one  to  hospital, 
during  1  955. 
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Camping  is  another  problem  which  has  to  he  dealt  v/ith  in 
our  area,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  there  is  a  grave  short¬ 
age  of  suitable  camping  sites  for  the  thousands  of  campers 
who  arrive  in  the  district  at  the  peak  of  the  holiday  season. 

As  a  result  of  this  shortage  of  sites  campers  are  occupying 
fields  V7ith  inadequate  water  supplies  and  without  sanitary 
arrangements.  These  fields  and  the  surrounding  hedges  are  very 
soon  grossly  polluted  and  a  danger  to  the  campers  and  also  to 
the  nearby  residents. 

One  appreciates  that  the  Planning  Authority  desires  to 
retain  the  amenities  of  the  district,  but  it  seems  to  me  to  be 
a  matter  of  urgency  that  more  suitable  fields  are  licensed  in 
order  that  the  campers  who  will  inevitably  arrive  should  be 
given  the  basic  requirements  of  sanitation  and  a  fine  virater 
supply. 


Samples  of  the  District's  Water  Supplies  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination  from  time  to  time  and 
on  nearly  every  occasion  satisfactory  reports  were  received. 


I  append  also  my  Port  Health  report  for  the  year  1955 
which  complies  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Form  Port  20, 


I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Councillors, 
and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and  co-operation 
received  during  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


In  the  Spring  of  1 955  the  improvement  scheme  for  ShaTdon 
was  completed,  and  Shaldon  was  divided  into  high  and  low  level 
areas,  the  former  being  served  from  the  new  Porches  reservoir 
and  the  latter  from  the  old  reservoir. 

West  Teignmouth, which  in  previous  years  had  suffered  from 
a  very  poor  supply,  was  provided  with  new  leading  mains  from 
Headv/ay  Cross  and  the  problem  was  solved  before  the  height  of 
the  Suimer. 

Designs  and  negotiations  for  the  new  service  reservoir  in 
West  Teignmouth  are  in  hand  and  this  will  ensure  two  days  stor¬ 
age  for  this  area  which  is  at  present  served  directly  from  the 
trunk  main.  Arrangements  are  also  in  hand  for  the  provision  of 
the  waste  water  detection  scheme,  and  the  renewal  of  the  mains 
under  the  River  Teign  is  under  consideration. 

Several  ne’w  mains  to  new  building  estates  and  miscellan¬ 
eous  minor  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year.

DR^ilNACE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  built-up  portion  of  the  District  is  sev/cred  and 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  out-lying  houses  and  farms,  which 
arc  removed  from  ouch  sewers,  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the 
District  discharge  to  pipe  sewers  which  are  connected,  via 
storage  tanks  and  pumping  stations,  to  two  controlled  outlets 
at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Teign. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 


There  are  now  no  licensed  or  registered  slaughter-houses 
in  the  District  and  all  moat  is  brought  to  the  Tov/n  from 
Slaughtor-housGs  at  Newton  Abbot,  Exotor,  etc....  During  the 
year  215  visits  have  boon  paid  to  food  premises  and  456  tins 
and  packets  of  various  foodstuffs,  v/elghing  approximately 
1,031  lbs.  have  boon  condemned.  The  following  quantities

assistance  by  the  Surveyor's  or  hired  lorries  during  tlio 
sui'xier  soason  v/hon  twice  weekly  collections  from  Hotels  and 
Boarding  Houses  is  essential.  Tipping,  by  controlled 

methods,  is  at  tho  Council's  Tip  at  Broachieadov; ,  v/hich  it  is 
proposed  eventually  to  convert  to  an  extensive  level  area, 
capable  of  accommodating  football  grounds,  cricket  pitches, 
tennis  courts,  etc.,  which  arc  badly  needed  in  tho  District. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  18  nevj  Housing  Units  have  been  erected 
and  occupied  on  the  South  side  of  Bitten  Street.  These 
comprise 

12-2  bedroom  Maisonettes 
2-3  bedroom  Plats 
2-2  bedroom  Flats 
2-1  bedroom  Plats 

and  are  arranged  in  three  blocks  each  containing  4  Maisonettes 
\^lth  2  Flats  per  block  underneath.  Also  7  of  the  10  one 
bedroom  Old  Persons  Bungalows  were  completed  and  occupied  by 
tho  end  of  the  year.  Those  premises  have  filled  a  great  need 
for  tho  fortunate  7  tenants  (andi  tho  other  three  who  have 
boon  sclocted  since)  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  further  provision 
of  similar  dv;ollings  for  persons  of  65  years  or  over  will  be 
possible . 

Fifty  five  nov/  tenants  have  boon  accommodated  during  the 
year  in  the  25  now  Housing  Units  andi  vacated  Council  properties. 
As  far  as  possible,  with  the  premises  available,  transfers  are 
arranged  betA7Ccn  tenants  so  that  the  size  of  the  jious(  concerned 
is  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  family.  The  list  of 
applicants  for  tho  tenancies  of  Council  promises  shov/s  little 
sign  of  decreasing. 

During  the  year  4  premises  have  been  dc-rcqulsitioned  and 
5  families  rehoused  in  other  Council  accommodation  in 
consequence.  At  the  end  of  tho  year  6  premises, 

accommodating  twelve  families,  remained  under  Requisition. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


This  remains  one  of  the  major  duties  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  During  tho  tv/olvo  months  ended  the  31st.  March 
1956  -  106  premises  v/ero  treated,  for  tho  eradication  of  rats 
and/or  mice,  with  satisfactory  results.  These  treatments 
entailed  220  visits  and  in  addition  nuiaorous  inspections 
were  made  of  other  properties  to  establish  the  degree,  if  any, 
of  Infestation.  Also  the  annual  test  baiting  follov^ed 

by  the  half  yearly  treatments  of  the  Council’s  sewers  wore 
made,  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries .

Arrangements  have  also  been 
made  for  letters  to  be  given  to  the  contacts  in  cases  when 
the  ship  has  to  proceed  to  another  port  before  the  expiration 
of  the  period  of  surveillance.  The  contacts  will  be  inst¬ 
ructed  to  t£ilce  these  letters  to  the  Port  A^edical  Officer  of 
the  next  port  of  call  thus  informing  him  of  the  circum¬ 
stances. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and 
other  articles. 

Disinfection  of  ships  will,  when  necessary,  be  undertaken 
by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspector.  Disinfection  of  clothing 
or  bedding  may  be  carried  out  at  the  steam  disinfector 
station  of  the  Teignmouth  Urban  District  Council.

Puhlic  Health  (Shell-Fish)  Regulations,  1 95U  and  19k8 


The  Teign  Mussel  Industry,  which  was  given  a  new  lease  of 
life  hy  the  system  of  purification  devised  by  tiie  Fisheries 
Experiment  Station  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
at  Comyay,  continued  to  thrive  throughout  1955. 

Nineteen  series  of  samples, covering  in  all  forty-eight 
separate  tests,  have  been  taicen  and  examined  at  Conway,  Fifteen 
of  these  samples, which  were  of  mussels  before  treatment,  showed 
pollution,  but  thirty-three  samples  taken  during,  and  after 
completed  treatment,  gave  satisfactory  results.  These  results 
indicate  the  efficiency  of  the  cleansing  process  and  the  purity 
of  the  shell  fish  as  sold  for  human  consumption.
